If tho purchase last week of SOO,ooh ounces of sil­ 
ver iii New York, for export, is any indication, it 
is quite probable th at if tile European war is of 
long duration th ere will be a heavy dem and for Hie 
white m etal arid th a t the silver m iners may be 
justified in th e expectation of a good m ark et before 
long.

498

were reported. The percentage of all 
medical students was 3.8, the salin­ 
as last year. 
There were 121 women 
graduates this year, or 3.4 per cent 
of all graduates.

cal colleges for women, while

EFFICIENCY AS A BANK ASSET 


(From Los A ngeles Financial N ew s.) 


W hen the Utah Bankers, A ssociation held Its an­ 
nual m eeting at Price, Ezra T. Stevenson, Exchange 
Teller of the D esert National Bank of Salt Lake 
City, one of the oldest institutions in the Mormon 
capital, delivered an address on the topic of “Effi­ 
ciency as a Bank A sset.’’ 
He spoke in part as fol­ 
lows: 
“ Not only is it required that the em ployee in the 
bank be able to add up a column of figures to figure 
interest, and to do those things as accurately as 
IKissible, but also th ere is a personality required— 
to know how to m eet people, to know w hat to say 
to the man who comes to the window, and to the 
lady who appears th ere to transact business. 
Som e­ 
tim es they know ju st w hat they w ant to do; som e­ 
tim es they have a very hazy idea of it. 
And the 
assistance that, the employee—the man who is at 
tile window waiting upon th at custom er— maybe, too, 
the custom er is of much im portance—to know just 
w hat to say, how to say it, to say enough and yet 
not too much. 
Accuracy is necessary, but personality, 
too, 
Is 
necessary. 
Adding to the efficiency or the employee, 
physical efficiency is an im portant factor. 
The ro­ 
bust man is easily m ore able to care for his m ental 
work titan he who is deficient in that, qualification. 
It is worth while th at we til ink of our recreation 
in a proper way and at a proper time. 
It is very 
pleasing to note th a t usually in the w orking organiza­ 
tion of the hank hours are such th at we may get 
away. 
It is not well th a t a man work late night 
after night, for no m an can do efficient work and fol­ 
low th at practice. 
True, there are tim es when it is 
necessary tor us to add hours to our regular day, 
but who should mind that? 
It is the w’ork of the 
institution whose interest is ours which necessi­ 
tates th at we m ust cheerfully, and w-e do cheerfully, 
give those hours; but to do th at day after day and 
late into (he night will deplete efficiency. 
T he organization of the working forces m ust be 
thought out, too; and those conditions which arise 
and cause friction should be carefully noted by the 
employee himself. 
T here are times, it is true, when 


m atters arise that are not alw ays pleasant, but the 
duty of the em ployee is to think that out, work 
that out, too, and be cheerful under 
all 
Circum­ 
stances, as well behind the cage as before it. 
The bank naturally g iv es character to tile em ­ 
ployee; at least it lends character to the em ployee; 
but does not the em ployee give character to the 
bank? 
The man who is known to be upright, to 
be straightforw ard, to be intelligent, outside of his 
working hours, is a man who w ill be respected dur­ 
ing his working hours— a m an Who will have the 
confidence of those who com e to see him—and if 
he lends character to his work is he not an asset 
to the bank? 
The purpose of our work should be, 
and the purpose that is filled by the American In­ 
stitute of Banking is, along th ese lines. 
It gives an 
em ployee the thought that he m ust be worth while, 
that his life is worth w hile, th at there are many 
things that he must know in order to be efficient, 
that there are many things that he should know in 
order to be happy. 
Our aim is along these lines 
and our work is along th ese lines. 
W hile upon my feet I would lik e to call attention 
to one or two item s that w ill be of particular in­ 
terest to those of our fellow iworkers, our banking 
brothers," who are more or less scattered in different 
parts of the state, and who are not as fortunate 
as we are in Salt Lake and Ogden and som e other 
places, where there are a num ber of us who can get 
together and work up a congenial and fellow working 
spirit. 
The question cam e up yesterday when w e 
were com ing up on the train as to the possibility 
of three or four in one tow n who are anxious to 
take up the institute work; and I would like to call 
attention, to the article in the last number of the 
Bankers’ Journal with reference to institute work. 
It gives considerable along that line which I need 
not m ention here. 
But I w ill call attention to the 
fact that there is a chapter organized for corre­ 
spondence work, so that any m an wiio is away from 
his fellow s can get the benefit of the work just the 
same as those who are more centrally located; and 
where the tow ns are near together. I would sug­ 
gest, too, that a m eeting m ight be held occasionally 
to bring them together.
